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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-30 are pending. 

Drawings 

2. Applicant's 6 August 2002 Drawing Correction has been received. Applicant's 23 
October 2002 Drawing Correction has also been received (including the courtesy 30 October 
2002 facsimile copy of the 23 October 2002 drawing correction). The 23 October 2002 Drawing 
Correction supercedes the 6 August 2002 Drawing Correction. The 23 October 2002 Drawing 
Correction is acceptable for examination purposes and obviates the Objection to the Drawings 
noted in Paper No. 4. 

3. Applicant's 6 August 2002 Amendment has been received and entered. AppUcant's 28 
March 2002 Amendment has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Roden et al., US 
6,249,774. 
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Roden discloses a database for processing on-line electronic merchandise sale 
transactions comprising completing a plurality of on-line sales and re-ordering depletion of the 
merchandise in dynamic response to predetermined criteria to maintain an inventory. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

6. Claims 1-27 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Manchala et al, US 
6,405,178. 

Manchala discloses a computer network system for automatically ordering/reordering 
inventory allocation from a remote site. The rules are considered to comprise a dynamic 
calculation. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. Claims 1-27 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Zachar et al., US 
3,686,637. 

Zachar discloses a database for processing electronic merchandise sale transactions 
comprising completing a plurality of sales of the merchandise in dynamic response to 
predetermined criteria. Zachar discloses re-ordering depleted merchandise inventory from 
column 1 . However, Zachar does not appear to discuss this topic fiirther. To provide an 
automatic request of additional inventory for the retail terminal database system of Zachar would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Doing so would use the system to address 
the problem Zachar sets out to solve.

Roach et al, US 5,434,394, disclose an automated order and delivery system. 
Roach et al., US 5,3 10,997, disclose an automated order and delivery system.
